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Remarkable Story of Thanksgiving- 

, first proclamation ror a national 
Thanksgiving. He issued one in 
1789 which was made by direc¬ 
tion of the Congress. In Massa¬ 
chusetts colony such a day of 
prayer had been observed from 
| the pioneer days in 1620. 

It wis the Continental Con¬ 
gress that proclaimed the first 
Thanksgiving for all the 13 col¬ 
onies. That was done in 1777 
when Congress, having fled from 
Philadelphia, was sitting at 
York, Pa. 

So with all truth you can say 
that our national Thanksgiving 
Day was born there beyond the 
Susquehanna River in York coun¬ 
ty. Was it some New England 
Congressman or the Rev. Dr. 
John Witherspoon, then president 
of Princeton College, who was 
also a Jersey Congressman, who 
moved the resolution for such a 
proclamation ? 

Perhaps It was because he 
was so glad to get the War of 
1812 finished and off his cons¬ 
cience that President Madison 
issued two Thanksgiving Day 
proclamations in 1815—one Jan. 
12 and the other April 13. The 
latter at least was ordered by 
Congress. 

And then for the next 47 years 
there was no Thanksgiving Proc¬ 
lamation issued by any Presi¬ 
dent. All in public addresses ap¬ 
peared to rely heavily upon 
Providence, yet went no farther. 

Then on April 13, 1862, Lin¬ 
coln at his own instance, sent 
forth such a proclamation. In 
the preceding year Congress had 
by joint resolution requested 
President Lincoln to issue a 
proclamation of "humiliation and 
prayer" to be observed on Sept. 
30, 1861. 

Results of the battle of Bull 
Run seem to have called loudly 
for large quantities of humilia¬ 
tion on the part of the North.

Notables Present As 
Woodland Nook Is Ded¬ 
icated To Great Naturalist 

In a setting that would have 
delighted the heart of John 
Muir, famed California natural¬ 
ist, a band of his admirers ga¬ 
thered Sunday afternoon at the 
Wistaria Vine and there on the 
slope below the gardens dedi¬ 
cated to his memory a grove of 
trees. 

Honoring the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of his birth, the grove was 
christened John Muir Woodland 
Nook. In it stands the giant red¬ 
wood tree presented by Theodore 
Payne, of Glendale, one of the 
best known authorities on Cal¬ 
ifornia seeds and plants, whose 
regretted absence from the ded¬ 
ications was caused by illness. 

This redwood has the com¬ 
pany of a number of the other 
plant friends so beloved by 
John Muir, for the nook includes 
fremontia, laurel, incense cedar 
and sycamore trees and has a 
ground covering of oxalis. 

Ceremonies Sunday were op¬ 
ened by Mrs. Willoughby Rhodes 
of Los’ Angeles, active member 
of the Sierra Woman's Club and 
of Friday Morning Club in Los 
Angeles. 

"In this world of chaos to¬ 
day.” said Mrs. Rhodes, "it is 
refreshing to look back upon 
days more abounding in peace 
and quiet, when the world was 
more cognizant of Nature's 
j beauties."
